I am directed to request you to kindly refer to the above-quoted report dt: 12/18 
November, 2002 and the photographs sent along with that report. 

A copy of your above-quoted report was sent to the Director of the Centre for 
Cellular and Molecular Biology, Hyderabad, India, with the request to let the Commission 
know whether DNA test could be conducted on the bones, which the casket in Renkoji' 
Temple appeared to contain during your joint inspection, in order to ascertain the identity 
of the deceased to whom the bones belonged. In reply to that letter of the Commission, Dr 
Lalji Singh, Director, Centre for Cellular and Molecular Biology, Hyderabad, India, has 
informed that, if these bones were collected from the burnt ashes, then it would not be 
possible to isolate DNA from the bones for the purpose of conducting the DNA test. The 
relevant portion of the letter of Dr. Lalji Singh is reproduced below:- 


“What is not clear whether these pieces are collected from the burnt debris? If these 
are collected from the burnt ashes then it will not be possible to isolate DNA from 


this. DNA would have been completely destroyed However, if these are remains of 
bones (not burnt bone), then presence of DNA is expected which may be in degraded 
form but still usable for establishing identity.” 


In this perspective, I am to request you to kindly let the Commission know whether 


•N the bones which you had seen and got photographed during the joint inspection of the 
casket in the Renkoji Temple, Japan, by you and Shri Raj Sekhar are remains of burnt bones 
or pieces of unburnt bones. 

Your reply on this point is urgently necessary for proceeding further in the matter. 
This may therefore be kindly treated as extremely urgent.

This refers to your fax No.25/4-NGO-Vol/VIII dated October 25, 2002 
seeking clarification on the expenditure incurred for the hire of an interpreter for 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry. 

The original estimate of the cost on the hire of an interpreter - Yen 
140,000 for two days - was based on the original plan which called for the 
Hon’ble Commission’s deliberations to be held in Tokyo only. However, as 
Ministry is aware, the Commission had to visit Miyazaki to interview the doctor 
who allegedly attended on Netaji after the crash. Consequent upon the decision 
to visit Miyazaki, the agency from which we hired the interpreter submitted a 
new quotation with an explanation of the additional charges which is faxed 
below. This quotation mentions a payment of Yen 269,400 for the hire of 
interpreter for two days. In fact the Embassy haggled with the agency and actual 
payment was less than the quoted amount (Yen 2 15,000). The additional charges 
quoted by the agency include “compensation for lost earning” plus “per diem 
allowance” for the period spent in Miyazaki. I might mention that the 
Commission had conveyed to the Embassy prior to their departure for New Delhi 
that they were veiy pleased with the performance of the interpreter. We would 
be very grateful if the MHA could be requested to process the sanction for the 
char ges paid for the services of the interpreter expeditiously.

Temple in Tokyo and opened the casket alleged to be containing the mortal 
remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The time was between 1530 to 1630 
hours, and the casket was opened in the presence of the Chief Priest of 
Renkoji Temple, Rev. Koshi Mochizuki and his wife. 

Photographs were taken during the process, and two sets containing 
eight photographs each are enclosed. Their description is as follows: 

Plate 1: In the foreground is the casket wrapped in cloth, with the 

handwritten word “NETAJI SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE”. Normally the 
casket is kept inside the shrine which can be seen in the background of the 
photograph. The shrine is enclosed in a glass cage. 

Plate 2: This reveals the contents of the wooden casket. There were 

pieces of what appeared to be bone fragments, greyish in colour. In addition, 
a bundle of brown paper containing something can be seen. 

Plate 3: Another view of the contents of the casket. Two of the flat 

pieces appear to be parts of the skull. 

Plate 4: The brown paper bundle contained what appeared to be teeth 

and other bone fragments. 


Plate 5: Another photo showing the contents of the brown paper bundle. 

Plate 6: A photo of the contents of the casket without the brown paper 

bundle. The contents from below were picked up and placed on top, and the 
picture shows what appears to be a portion of the jaw, with recesses where 
teeth might have been. 


Plate 7: Other contents of the box - more bone fragments. 
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Plate 8: (From L to R) First Secretary Mr. ;0 Rajasekhar, Renkoji 

Temple Chief Priest Rev. Koshi Mochizuki and Second Secretary Mr. T.

A note was also recorded and left behind at the temple that we had 
opened the casket on October 24, 2002.

Plate 1: In the foreground is the casket wrapped in cloth, with the 

handwritten word “NETAJI SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE”. Normally the 
casket is kept inside the shrine which can be seen in the background of the 
photograph. The shrine is enclosed in a glass cage. 

Plate 2: This reveals the contents of the wooden casket. There were 

pieces of what appeared to be bone fragments, greyish in colour. In addition, 
a bundle of brown paper containing something can be seen. 

Plate 3: Another view of the contents of the casket. Two of the flat 

pieces appear to be parts of the skull. 

Plate 4: The brown paper bundle contained what appeared to be teeth 

and other bone fragments. 

Plate 5: Another photo showing the contents of the brown paper bundle. 

Plate 6: A photo of the contents of the casket without the brown paper 

bundle. The contents from below were picked up and placed on top, and the 
picture shows what appears to be a portion of the jaw, with recesses where 
teeth might have been. 

Plate 7: Other contents of the box - more bone fragments. 

Plate 8: (From L to R) First Secretary Mr. C. Rajasekhar, Renkoji 

Temple priest Rev. Mochizuki and Second Secretary Mr. T. Armstrong 
Changsan, standing in front of the casket and the shrine. 
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SS (P) and the undersigned visifthe Renkoji Temple this afternoon, as 
instructed. We got the wooden casket, supposedly containing the remains of 
Netaji, opened for examination and taking photographs. The casket contains 
several bones, including, apparently, the rib and skull bones. The casket 
also contains a loosely paper-wrapped packet in which the facial/dental 
bones are kept. SS (P) took photographs using both digital and still cameras. 

A note was recorded and left behind for the temple that we had 
opened the casket today. 

The bones may be containing material that would permit DNA testing.

In connection with above Enquiry, I visited the Renkoji Temple this 
morning and interacted with various dignitaries who are interested in the cause 
of Netaji. After the interaction, we saw the urn, allegedly containing the ashes 
of Netaji, which has been kept in a glass chamber. When we wanted to see the 
ashes to ascertain whether there is any bone for the purpose of DNA test, if 
possible, we were told by the Reverend Chief Minister of the Temple that 
without a competent mechanic, it is not possible to open the glass chamber and 
for that matter the urn, and today being a local holiday, it would not be possible 
to open the same. He, however, assured us that if earlier notice was given, he 
will arrange to have the glass chamber and the urn opened. 

May I, therefore, request you to depute a competent representative of the 
Embassy to inspect the ashes to find out whether there is any bone in it, with 
prior formal notice to Reverend Chief Minister well ahead in time? The Report 
of the deputed representative may be forwarded in my personal name and at the 
address given above in a confidential sealed cover.

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Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission, comprising Justice Manoj K. 
Mukherjee and Shri P.K. Sengupta, Secretary to the Commission visited 
Japan as per the enclosed programme. Shri Subrata Bose, Hon’ble 
Member of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly and a nephew of Netaji, 
Dr. Madhusudan Pal and Shri Kamal Das, Assistant to Shri Subrata Bose 
had also visited Japan, coinciding the Commission’s visit as an interested 
party in the proceedings of the Commission. 

An informal interaction of the Justice Mukherjee Commission with 
Netaji ’s surviving Japanese associates was held at the Renkoji temple, 
Tokyo on Monday, 16 th September, 2002. Persons, as per the enclosed list 
were present. The session lasted for two hours, followed by an examination 
of the urn, supposedly containing the ashes of Netaji by the Hon’ble 
Commission. Everybody present from the Japanese side, including Rev. 
Mochizuki, Chief Priest of the Renkoji temple, Mr. Hayashi, Secretary of the 
Bose Academy and Mr. Okuda, reaffirmed their strong belief that the ashes 
were those of Netaji and urged the Commission to quickly conclude and 
present a report to that effect so that the ashes can return to Netaji ’s 
motherland. They also represented that all the surviving associates of Netaj 
were getting old which lends a sense of urgency to the task. A transcription 
of the proceedings is enclosed. 

DCM hosted a lunch at the Embassy in honour of the Justice 
Mukherjee Commission. All those who were present at the Renkoji Temple 
and officers from the Mission, attended the lunch. Netaji’s associates fondly 
recalled their experiences and association with Netaji and Mr. Fujii and Mr. 
Okuda sang the INA song. They hoped that the Commission would be able 
to conclude its proceedings and submit a definitive report at an early date. 

The Commission visited Miyazaki on Tuesday, 17 1 September, 2002 
to record the deposition of Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi, who claims to have last 
attended Netaji after the plane crash on 18 th August 1945. Dr. Yoshimi and 
his family were very cooperative. Although Mr. Okuda wanted Shri Subrata 
Bose and Dr. Madhusudan Pal to be excluded from the proceedings, Dr. 
Yoshimi’s family was kind enough to let them in. Unfortunately, a major 
contradiction remains, viz., while Dr. Yoshimi maintains that he treated 
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Netaji and when he passed away, applied for a death certificate in his 
original name, i.e., Subhas Chandra Bose, the extracts from the cremation 
register forwarded by the Japanese Foreign Office in 1956, states the name 
of the deceased as Mr. Ichiro Okura. Dr. Yoshimi stated under oath that he 
had not applied for such a certificate, as he never knew Mr. Okura. 

The Commission gave the enclosed letter addressed to the 
Ambassador requesting to ascertain if the aUeged^ashes of Netaji at the 
Renkoji temple contain any material, which promote DNA testing. The 
Commission had also interacted with the prominent members of the Indian 
community over dinner hosted by Shri Tanmoy Banerji on 17 th September, 
2002 . 


It appeared that the Commission may probably come to the conclusion 
that there was no definitive evidence to confirm that Netaji perished in the 
plane crash, as concluded by the earlier two Commissions.

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Subject: Details of informal interaction of Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee 
Commission with Netaji’s Associates at Renkoji Temple on September 

16 , 2002 


At the outset, Mr. Shigemoto Okuda, an associate of Netaji introduced 
all those present to the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission. A copy of 
all those present in the interaction is enclosed. The interaction went on as 
following: 

Mr. Takehiko Abe: Introducing himself to the Commission, Mr. Abe 
thanked the Justice Mukherjee Commission, who had come from India to 
Japan to find out the facts concerning the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose as well as the ashes of the Netaji. He used to be the Head of 
one of the military wings of the Japanese Imperial Army’s office in 
Malaysia, called the Hikari Kikan. As of date, he is the oldest member living 
from among the Netaji’s associates. Indicating to Rev. Mochuzuki, who was 
sitting next to him, he said that Rev. Mochizuki was responsible for keeping 
Netaji’s ashes for approximately 57 years since the end of World War II. He 
also said that Mr. Hayashi, Secretary, Bose Institute and Mrs. Matsushima 
had been making substantial financial contributions to the Renkoji temple 
for preservation of the ashes of Netaji. He hoped that the enquiry would be 
an extensive one and during the enquiry, the Commission would be able to 
gather such material and documents as would enable it to prove the death of 
the Netaji. He sincerely hoped that the ashes of Netaji would be returned to 
the citizens of India as soon as possible. 

Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee: The Hon’ble Justice first thanked all those 
present for their cooperation in finding the truth. He also thanked Rev. 
Mochizuki and others present for taking so much interest in the affairs of 
India and Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose after so many years. He further 
added that in 1956, a Committee was constituted to find out how Netaji died. 
This committee was constituted consisting of a very close associate of 
Netaji, Mr. Shah Nawaz Khan. The second member was Mr. S.N. Mitra and 
the third member of the Committee was Mr. Suresh Chandra Bose, an ICS 
officer and the brother of Netaji. The Committee, by a majority verdict, 
gave a finding that Netaji died in the plane crash. But his brother differed 


with that view and said that the story of accident was not correct. After that, 
some people thought that those findings were not correct and, therefore, in 
1970, a one-member Justice Khoshla Commission was appointed. The 
Commission, after recording findings of witnesses at different places, 
including in Japan, gave a finding in 1974 confirming the earlier finding and 
said that Netaji indeed died in the plane crash. In spite of the finding of the 
Committee and the Commission, some people in India in general and some 
Members of Parliament in particular did not agree with the view that Netaji 
died in the plane crash. In 1978, Shri Morajri Desai, the then Prime Minister 
of India, said that there were some contemporary records which threw doubt 
about the death of Netaji in the accident. Since then, the controversy was 
going on until the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal passed a unanimous 
resolution that a fresh enquiry might be ordered as to the circumstances 
leading to the disappearance and death of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 
Subsequently, a petition was also filed in the Calcutta High Court by a 
follower of Netaji for asking the Government of India to hold a fresh 
inquiry. Then the Government of India constituted the present Commission 
of Inquiry to find the following: 

(1) Whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(2) If he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(3) Whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are the ashes of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; 

(4) If he is alive, his whereabouts 

After this Commission was constituted according to our procedure, we 
invited statements from different parties through public notifications. Now 
we have got more than 60 statements in which different versions have been 
given. While some say he died in the plane crash, other say he did not die in 
the plane crash, he fled to Russia. Some also say that he is in India. 

Amongst the parties, who are strongly refuting plane crash theory, are 
present here: 

(1) Mr. Subrata Bose, son of Shri Sarat Chandra Bose and nephew 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 

(2) Dr. Madhusudan Pal, a renowned surgeon in Calcutta, taking 
active interest in Netaji. 

In the enquiry, we have examined more than 80 witnesses, received 
documents in India, and had been to London to see documents in different 
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libraries. We have also got from Russia documents in Russian language. 
We are translating them into English. So far as the British Government was 
concerned, even though we have seen a number of documents, there are 
some more documents also, which they have kept as classified and they said 
that they are not going to disclose the documents before the year 2021. 
Now, at this stage, we have come here to interact with people and to 
examine Dr. Taneyosi Yoshimi at Miyazaki, who attended the Netaji after 
the plane crash. 

Rev. Mochizuki: First of all, thank you very much for coming here today. 
If I report of what happened before 18 th September, 1945, my father, as he 
was the previous Chief Priest of this temple, held the funeral for Netaji 
within this temple. During the funeral, there were some more people 
present, including some from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, some from the 
Indian National Army and a number of Netaji’s associates, who were present 
here during the funeral. We held the funeral under the understanding that 
we had received the ashes of Netaji, who was a very important person, who 
contributed to the Independence of India and since then my father, the 
people around us and I have been strongly believing that we have the ashes 
of Netaji and we have been keeping Netaji’s ashes here for more than 50 
years and we have been holding memorial services as appropriate. Two 
times before this, Commissions of Inquiry came to this temple and at both 
the occasions my father mentioned that he strongly believed that he had with 
him the ashes of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose and since you have come 
once again for the Inquiry, once again I say that the two of us - my father 
and I - have been keeping the ashes with the strong belief that the ashes are 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. It is not only our personal belief. We have 
got the cooperation of the Indian Embassy, the Japanese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the Bose Institute in Japan and every year the anniversary of 
Netaji’s death, we have been holding memorial services under the belief that 
we have, indeed, the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. Under this 
belief we have preserved his ashes so far. 

Ms. Matsushima: Netaji died on 18 th August, 1945 and his ashes arrived 
here and a funeral was held here on 18 th September, 1945. I clearly recall 
what happened at that time. I was 18 years old and was living with my 
mother. My mother was taking care of Indian students in Japan and the 
cadets of the Indian National Army, chosen by Netaji Bose, who were living 
at a place close to here, called Ogikubo. I saw for myself the ashes of Netaji 
and strongly believe that the ashes in this temple are indeed of Netaji’s. 



After greeting Rev. Mochizuki, Mr. Okuda, Mrs. Matsushima, Justice 
Mukherjee and others Shri Subrata Bose introduced himself and said the 
following: 

I am Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and a 
Member of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. I am very happy to have 
this opportunity to meet all of you here, especially Mr. Okuda and the other 
gentlemen who were associated with Netaji in Japan and Mrs. Matsushima, 
daughter of Ms. Emori, about whom I have heard a lot from Mr. and Mrs. 
Anand Mohan Sahai. The Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee has explained to you 
in detail the circumstances, which led the Government o^ India to appoint 
another Commission of Inquiry. I must state with due respect to all of you 
that many members of my family, including myself are of the view that it is 
still not established that Netaji died in the air crash at Taipei on 18 August, 
1945 and consequently, I have doubts about the ashes which are being 
maintained here. The question of taking the ashes back to India, at present, 
does not arise and we have to wait for the conclusion of the Commission’s 
work and the report to be submitted to the Government of India. I must 
thank all of you most sincerely for the respect that you are showing to Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose and maintaining and keeping the ashes which you 
believe to be that of Natali, in such a nice manner all these years. I 
sincerely hope that this question will once for all be resolved by the Hon’ble 
Commission in due course. I like to seek one information from Rev. 
Mochizuki. We have seen press reports that in 1989 (September) Renkoji 
temple was completely destroyed by fire. The newspaper report appeared in 
one of the newspapers in India. But this was not denied at that time. The 
Commission has a record of that newspaper. Was Rev. Mochizuki here in 
1989? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Of course, I was here as the Chief Priest of the temple and 
actually this temple was built in 1983. 

Shri Bose: If the so-called ashes came in 1945, there was no attempt to build 
a temple earlier? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Before 1983, there was the old temple. 

Shri Bose: Was it completely demolished and rebuilt? 

Rev. Mochizuki: The old building was completely demolished and rebuilt. 


Mr. Okuda: All the people present here today are shocked at the statement 
by Mr. Bose. If you do not mind, I would like to say a few words. I was the 
youngest member of Netaji’s INA and Hikari Kikan. I was present at the 
forefront during the war, with the INA soldiers and the soldiers of the 
Japanese Imperial Army fighting in Imphal. I was a member of the Tactics 
and Intelligence Unit. The Hon’ble Commission will go to meet Dr. 
Yoshimi tomorrow at 0800 hours and he is the only witness, who attended 
the Netaji and he is, of course, the most important witness. 

At this stage, Mr. Okuda gave some documents to Hon’ble Justice and 
said that some other relatives of Netaji like Mrs. Krishna Bose and Mr. 
Sugata Bose came here last month and this is a copy of the letter that was 
submitted to Mrs. Krishna Bose. In 1996, I had the opportunity to 
participate in the ceremony for the 100 th anniversary of Netaji, which was 
held in Calcutta. The Minister of External Affairs was hosting the 
ceremony. I was very surprised to see some demonstration of an extremist 
group at the ceremony and the ceremony was postponed. I was shocked. 
And then in 1977 a ceremony was held and Mr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, the 
then President of India hosted this ceremony with the Prime Minister and 
opposition leaders of that time. A leader of the INA, Col. Dhillon gave a 
short speech in which he said that some people in India had mentioned that 
the ashes kept at Renkoji temple in Japan were not the real ashes of Netaji. 
But please note that after the war, many comrades of Netaji as well as some 
people who respect Netaji have been visiting the temple not only on the 
anniversaries but every day and also they have been protecting the ashes. 
This fact says that the ashes kept in Renkoji temple are indeed the ashes of 
Netaji. Last December, the current Prime Minister Mr. Vajpayee visited this 
temple and I mentioned to the Hon’ble Prime Minister that all of Netaji’s 
associates were getting old and I happened to be the youngest one and since 
I am touching 80, we sincerely hope that Netaji’s ashes will be sent back to 
his home in India and be kept in peace. The Prime Minister said that he had 
the same feeling as of mine. I, who am the youngest associate, of Netaji, am 
here today, but for past two months, I have been in hospital. I escaped from 
the hospital this morning, for which I obtained permission but I had to do it 
as it is a very important meeting. 

Mr. Abe: I have a question to the Hon’ble Justice. Together with Netaji 
was Col. Rehman in the same plane. Is Mr. Rehman still alive? 

Mr. Bose: He is dead. He was examined by the first Committee but not by 
the second (Khosla Commission) as he was dead by that time. As I said 



earlier, many members of my family, including myself hold a different view 
on this matter. Mrs. Krishna Bose, who had come here a month back, came 
to the family by marriage. As you know, the present Government of India, 
under the Prime Ministership of Shri Vajpayee has appointed this 
Commission to hold a fresh inquiry. I have two more questions: 

(1) Was the old temple at the same place before this temple was 
built in 1983? 

(2) Can you give names of a few persons who brought the ashes 
from Tokyo to this temple? He died on 18 August and ashes 
came here on 18 ,h September, who brought the ashes to the 
temple? 

Mr. Hayashi: You mentioned Mr. Bose that a lot of members of your 
family do not believe that Netaji is not dead. I would like to share with you 
the following information: 

Two years ago I received a phone call from Ms. Anita Bose 
mentioning that Netaji’s wife and mother had the understanding that she 
would not be living longer and the ashes should be brought back to India. 
Then we received a letter from Anita mentioning that Anita’s mother 
strongly hoped that the ashes would be brought back and had requested 
Government of India to arrange return of the ashes to India. We are deeply 
shocked to hear that there are many who still believe that Netaji is still alive 
and you have asked the question, who brought Netaji’s ashes to this temple. 
It seems nobody has answered the question yet. But before that we would 
like to ask you as to what is the point of asking this question. 

Mr. Kuwahara: In 1956 Col. Khan came to Japan as the Chairman of the 
Commission of Inquiry. Mr. Khan was a Colonel in the Indian National 
Army and I was working as the liaison office at that time and we fought 
together in the War. I went to the Indian Embassy, which was, at that time, 
in front of the Imperial Palace in Tokyo and asked for a meeting with Col. 
Khan. He did not have so much time, but Col. Khan was able to spare a day 
with us and he was staying at the Imperial Hotel and we went to the 
restaurant together with Dr. Yoshimi as well. Col. Khan thanked us and 
appreciated for being able to record a very good statement from both of us 
and he appreciated and said that he understood the circumstances for 
Netaji’s death. 
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Shri Bose: With due respect to all of you I repeat once again that at present, 
some members of the family still feel that it is not established that he died 
here and we shall await the report of the Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: I want to mention that I was a very good friend of Col. Khan 
and at that time we used to work for the Hikari Kikan. All of us held a 
welcome party and farewell party for Col. Khan. He was very happy to 
attend the party. During the party he mentioned that he believed that the 
ashes were indeed of Netaji’s. At the international airport, Mr. Suresh 
Chandra Bose, a brother of Netaji said that he did not believe that Netaji is 
dead and Col. Khan was furious to hear this. 

Mr. Okuda: Mr. Kuwahara and Mr. Fujii mentioned that Dr. Yoshimi is the 
only witness, who is still alive. Mr. Yoshimi will be waiting for you at 0800 
hours tomorrow morning and he will be welcoming all the members of the 
Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: Warrant Officer Iyaki and Radio Operator Tominaga died 
after being hospitalized and I saw Lt. Gen. Nonogaki afterwards and Netaji 
passed away at 11.14 p.m. and a total of 8 people were present at the time of 
Netaji’s death. There was Dr. Yoshimi, whom you will see tomorrow. 
There was Col. Khan and two other nurses. 

Justice Mukharjee: What is the document you are reading from and will 
you give us a copy of that? 

Mr. Hayashi: I have prepared this document based on my own investigation 
and I will be very happy to give you a copy. (A copy has since been 
obtained). 

Justice Mukherjee: What is the base of your investigation. 

Mr. Hayashi: This report was hand-written by me as a result of my 
investigation and Mr. Hayashida’s, Mr. Hayashida is the person, who 
brought Netaji’s ashes from Taiwan. He was very enthusiastic of this case 
and he has written a book about Netaji. Unfortunately, he passed away two 
years ago. 

Rev. Mochizuki gave a document written by his father and added he was 
sorry that the document was written in Japanese.

An informal interaction of the Justice Mukherjee Commission with 
Netaji^surviving Japanese associates was held at the Renkoji temple, Tokyo 
on Monday, 16 th September, 2002. Persons, as per the enclosed list were 
present. The session lasted for two hours, followed by an examination of the 
urn, supposedly containing the ashes of Netaji by the Hon’ble Commission. 
Everybody present from the Japanese side, including Rev. Mochizuki, Chief 
Priest of the Renkoji temple, Mr. Hayashi, Secretary of the Bose Academy 
and Mr. Okuda, reaffirmed their strong belief that the ashes were those of 
Netaji and urged the Commission to quickly conclude and present a report to 
that effect so that the ashes can return to Netaji’s motherland. They also 
represented that all the surviving associates of Netaj were getting old which 
lends a sense of urgency to the task. 

Justice Mukherjee thanked the members, explained the background 
for the appointment of the present Commission, which was necessitated by 
an unanimous resolution passed by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
West Bengal and a public interest litigation filed before the Calcutta High 
Court, requesting for direction to the Government of India to appoint a third 
Commission. 

Shri Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji and a Member of the 
Legislative Assembly of West Bengal contended that as yet Netaji’s death 
was not established.

We have separately sent a report by this bag on the visit of the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission to Japan to enquire into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose. Enclosed with this 
letter are copies of two communications endorsed to the Embassy by 
Mr. Shigemoto Okuda. Mr. Okuda is the youngest associate of Netaji 
currently alive in Japan. He was a member of a Japanese intelligence 
liaison unit attached to Netaji in Burma. Mr. Okuda helped arrange the 
interaction of the Hon’ble Commission with surviving associates of 
Netaji during the visit of the Hon’ble Commission to Tokyo. 


In his letter, Mr. Okuda has expressed indignation at the 
suggestion made during this interaction by Netaji’ s nephew Mr. 
Subrata Bose to the effect that Netaji did not die in the plane crash in 
Taipei on August 18, 1945. The letters are written to Mrs. Krishna 
Bose, MP, the widow of Mr. Sisir Kumar Bose, another nephew of 
Netaji. Mrs. Bose who also happens to chair the Standing Committee 
of Parliament on External Affairs believes that Netaji did not die in the 
plane crash. I am mentioning the split in opinions within the Bose 
family on the event, which has been a major contributor to the 
constitution of one Committee and two Commissions to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding the plane crash in Taipei on August 18, 
1945. The letters received from Mr. Okuda are being forwarded for 
Ministry’s information. 
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Incidentally, in his letter of 19 September, Mr. Okuda highly 
appraises the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee and his conduct of the enquiry 
in Tokyo and Miyazaki.

Dear Mrs. Bose: 

I have received your esteemed fax letter dated 1 4th September 
2002. While one and half months have already passed since I 
was hospitalized, I prospect that it will be the end of this 
month when the director (doctor) of the hospital allows me to 
leave the hospital, to my regret. 

Hon'ble Justice Manoj Mukherjee who visited Japan and we, eight 
old comrades of Netaji Chandra Bose, Indian National Army (INA,) 
Hikari-Kikan 1943-45, Chief Priest of Renko j i Temple 
Mr. Mochizuki, and Mrs. Matsushima, total 10 members from Japan 
side attended the meeting held at Renko j i Temple from 10:30 
a.m. on 16th September, 2002. As the meeting was enthusias- 
tically proceeded up to 00:30 p.m., Justice Mukherjee seemed 
to be very satisfied. 

However, as you anticipated, an uninvited guy Subrata Bose, 
a member of West Bengal Legislative Assembly who introduced 
himself as a nephew of Netaji Bose accompanied by two others 
was seated at the meeting table in addition to the two gentlemen. 
Justice Mukherjee and Secretary of the Commission Mr. Sen Guputa 
who were dispatched from the Indian government to Japan and 
said, "Netaji Bose was not dead by a plane accident in Taipei 
on 18th August 1945. The ashes enshrined here at Renkoji Temple 
are false, and it is what all Netaji Bose family strongly 
believe." Although we, Japan side were very surprised and 
shocked by his statement, all of us were brave enough to orderly 
deploy counterargument. 

He also said, "Because Renkoji Temple was completely burnt down 
by fire in 1970s, the ashes enshrined here are not real." While 
Chief Priest Mr. Mochizuki and we, Japan side asked him, "There 
isn't such a fact at all. By what reason you make such a 
groundless statement?," he replyed, "It was once reported as 
an article on Indian newspaper." Although all of us 
involuntarily burst into laughing, we were astonished by his 
irresponsibleness, and couldn't stop changing our faces by anger 
which welled up in our mind. 

In compliance with the request of Justice Mukherjee, the 
respective associated personnel precisely explained about all 
what they know as to how and by what route the ashes of Neta j i 
were brought to Tokyo after his death and placed at Renkoj i 
Temple, showed the related documents, and these were recorded 
as the evidential material by an official interpreter.

Because the eight members who belonged to Hikari-Kikan among 
the Japanese attendants of this meeting were still at the 
battlefield when Netaji Bose was dead by an accident and no 
one can be a witness when he died, we asked Justice Mukherjee 
to visit the residence of the army surgeon at that time 
Dr. Yoshimi who witnessed the death of Netaji Bose and made, 
signed his death certificate, presently the sole witness living 
in Miyazaki City, Kyushu, obtain and record his clear testimony 
on the following morning. 

This is the outline of the meeting. I will send you the 
photographs under the separate cover. It was a great pleasure 
for me to be able to see Dr. Sugata Bose after more than five 
years since January 1997. Meanwhile, I wish you the best of 
health and great success of your important duty.

Subject: Visit of the Justice Mukherjee Commission to Tokyo 


Dear 




The Justice Muklierjee Commission of Enquiry into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose visited Japan from September 
14-18, 2002. Justice Muklierjee was accompanied on the visit by Mr. PK 
Sengupta, the Secretary of the Commission. A programme for the visit of the 
Commission to Japan is enclosed with this letter. 

Sliri Subrata Bose, Hon’ble Member of the West Bengal Legislative 
Assembly and nephew of Netaji, Dr. Madhusudan Pal and Sliri Kamal Das 
assistant to Sliri Subrata Bose also visited Japan - their visit coincided that of 
the HoiTble Commission - as an interested party in the proceedings of the 
Commission. 

An informal interaction of the Justice Muklierjee Commission with 
Netaji’s surviving Japanese associates was held at the Renkoji Temple in 
Tokyo on Monday, September 16, 2002. The session lasted for two hours 
and was followed by the examination of the urn, allegedly containing the ashes 
of Netaji. All Japanese associates of Netaji present at the meeting and Rev. 
Mochijuki, Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, Mr. Hayashi, the Secretary of 
the Bose Academy and Mr. Okuda, who had helped organise the interaction, 
re-affirmed their strong belief that the ashes were those of Netaji and urged the 
Hon’ble Commission to quickly conclude its deliberations and present a report 
that would result in the ashes being returned to India. The Japanese associates 
of Netaji also reiterated that they were getting old and this lent a sense of 
urgency to their request. A list of those present at the interaction and a 
transcript of the proceedings is enclosed for the Ministry’s record. The 
interaction in Renkoji Temple was organised with the blessings of the Foreign 
Office and two Foreign Office officials - Mr. Taga, Assistant Director in the 
Southwest Asia Division, MOFA and Mr. Yokote, an official in the same 
Division were present during the proceedings. 
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The Commission visited Miyazaki on Tuesday, September 17, 2002 to 
% record the deposition of Dr. Taneyoshi Yoshimi who claimed to have attended 
Netaji after the plane crash on August 18, 1945. Dr. Yoshimi was the only 
witness to be examined by the Justice Mukherjee Commission from amongst 
those who had deposed before the Shah Nawaz Committee and the Khosla 
Commission. Dr. Yoshimi maintained that he treated Netaji and when he 
passed away, he applied for a death certificate in his original name i.e. Subash 
Chandra Bose. However, extract from the cremation register forwarded by the 
Japanese Foreign Office in 1956 gave the name of the deceased as Ichiro 
Okura. Dr. Yoshimi stated under oath that he had not applied for such a 
certificate, as he never knew Mr. Okura. 

The Commission also left a letter addressed to Ambassador requesting 
him to ascertain whether the ashes contained any bones, which could be used 
for the purposes of a DNA test. 

I hosted a lunch in honour of the Commission and the Japanese 
associates of Netaji after the interaction at the Renkoji Temple on September 
16, 2002. On the evening of September 17, a prominent member of the Indian 
community in Tokyo, Mr. Tarnnoy Banerjee, who is also the representative of 
the West Bengal Industrial Development Corporation hosted a dinner in 
honour of the Hon’ble Commission. 

I have forwarded a brief report on the deliberations and visit of the 
Commission for the Ministry’s infonnation only. This may kindly be retained 
in the Ministry. This record is based on a report prepared by Mr. C. 
Rajasekhar, First Secretary (Political) who accompanied the Commission on 
its deliberations in Tokyo and Miyazaki.

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Subject: Details of informal interaction of Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee 
Commission with Netaji’s Associates at Renkoji Temple on September 

16 , 2002 


At the outset, Mr. Shigemoto Okuda, an associate of Netaji introduced 
all those present to the Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission. A copy of 
all those present in the interaction is enclosed. The interaction went on as 
following: 

Mr. Takehiko Abe: Introducing himself to the Commission, Mr. Abe 
thanked the Justice Mukherjee Commission, who had come from India to 
Japan to find out the facts concerning the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose as well as the ashes of the Netaji. He used to be the Head of 
one of the military wings of the Japanese Imperial Army’s office in 
Malaysia, called the Hikari Kikan. As of date, he is the oldest member living 
from among the Netaji’s associates. Indicating to Rev. Mochuzuki, who was 
sitting next to him, he said that Rev. Mochizuki was responsible for keeping 
Netaji’s ashes for approximately 57 years since the end of World War II. He 
also said that Mr. Hayashi, Secretary, Bose Institute and Mrs. Matsushima 
had been making substantial financial contributions to the Renkoji temple 
for preservation of the ashes of Netaji. He hoped that the enquiry would be 
an extensive one and during the enquiry, the Commission would be able to 
gather such material and documents as would enable it to prove the death of 
the Netaji. He sincerely hoped that the ashes of Netaji would be returned to 
the citizens of India as soon as possible. 

Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee: The Hon’ble Justice first thanked all those 
present for their cooperation in finding the truth. He also thanked Rev. 
Mochizuki and others present for taking so much interest in the affairs of 
India and Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose after so many years. He further 
added that in 1956, a Committee was constituted to find out how Netaji died. 
This committee was constituted consisting of a very close associate of 
Netaji, Mr. Shah Nawaz Khan. The second member was Mr. S.N. Mitra and 
the third member of the Committee was Mr. Suresh Chandra Bose, an ICS 
officer and the brother of Netaji. The Committee, by a majority verdict, 
gave a finding that Netaji died in the plane crash. But his brother differed 


with that view and said that the story of accident was not correct. After that, 
some people thought that those findings were not correct and, therefore, in 
1970, a one-member Justice Khoshla Commission was appointed. The 
Commission, after recording findings of witnesses at different places, 
including in Japan, gave a finding in 1974 confirming the earlier finding and 
said that Netaji indeed died in the plane crash. In spite of the finding of the 
Committee and the Commission, some people in India in general and some 
Members of Parliament in particular did not agree with the view that Netaji 
died in the plane crash. In 1978, Shri Morajri Desai, the then Prime Minister 
of India, said that there were some contemporary records which threw doubt 
about the death of Netaji in the accident. Since then, the controversy was 
going on until the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal passed a unanimous 
resolution that a fresh enquiry might be ordered as to the circumstances 
leading to the disappearance and death of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 
Subsequently, a petition was also filed in the Calcutta High Court by a 
follower of Netaji for asking the Government of India to hold a fresh 
inquiry. Then the Government of India constituted the present Commission 
of Inquiry to find the following: 




(1) Whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(2) If he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(3) Whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are the ashes of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; 

(4) If he is alive, his whereabouts 


After this Commission was constituted according to our procedure, we 
invited statements from different parties through public notifications. Now 
we have got more than 60 statements in which different versions have been 
given. While some say he died in the plane crash, other say he did not die in 
the plane crash, he fled to Russia. Some also say that he is in India. 

Amongst the parties, who are strongly refuting plane crash theory, are 
present here: 


(1) Mr. Subrata Bose, son of Shri Sarat Chandra Bose and nephew 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 

(2) Dr. Madhusudan Pal, a renowned surgeon in Calcutta, taking 
active interest in Netaji. 

In the enquiry, we have examined more than 80 witnesses, received 
documents in India, and had been to London to see documents in different 



libraries. We have also got from Russia documents in Russian language. 
We are translating them into English. So far as the British Government was 
concerned, even though we have seen a number of documents, there are 
some more documents also, which they have kept as classified and they said 
that they are not going to disclose the documents before the year 2021. 
Now, at this stage, we have come here to interact with people and to 
examine Dr. Taneyosi Yoshimi at Miyazaki, who attended the Netaji after 
the plane crash. 

Rev. Mochizuki: First of all, thank you very much for co min g here today. 
If I report of what happened before 18 th September, 1945, my father, as he 
was the previous Chief Priest of this temple, held the funeral for Netaji 
within this temple. During the funeral, there were some more people 
present, including some from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, some from the 
Indian National Army and a number of Netaji’ s associates, who were present 
here during the funeral. We held the funeral under the understanding that 
we had received the ashes of Netaji, who was a very important person, who 
contributed to the Independence of India and since then my father, the 
people around us and I have been strongly believing that we have the ashes 
of Netaji and we have been keeping Netaji’s ashes here for more than 50 
years and we have been holding memorial services as appropriate. Two 
times before this. Commissions of Inquiry came to this temple and at both 
the occasions my father mentioned that he strongly believed that he had with 
him the ashes of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose and since you have come 
once again for the Inquiry, once again I say that the two of us - my father 
and I - have been keeping the ashes with the strong belief that the ashes are 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. It is not only our personal belief. We have 
got the cooperation of the Indian Embassy, the Japanese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the Bose Institute in Japan and every year the anniversary of 
Netaji’s death, we have been holding memorial services under the belief that 
we have, indeed, the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. Under this 
belief we have preserved his ashes so far. 

Ms. Matsushima: Netaji died on 18 August, 1945 and his ashes arrived 
here and a funeral was held here on 18 th September, 1945. I clearly recall 
what happened at that time. I was 18 years old and was living with my 
mother. My mother was taking care of Indian students in Japan and the 
cadets of the Indian National Army, chosen by Netaji Bose, who were living 
at a place close to here, called Ogikubo. I saw for myself the ashes of Netaji 
and strongly believe that the ashes in this temple are indeed of Netaji’s. 


After greeting Rev. Mochizuki, Mr. Okuda, Mrs. Matsushima, Justice 
Mukherjee and others Shri Subrata Bose introduced himself and said the 
following: 

I am Subrata Bose, a nephew of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and a 
Member of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. I am very happy to have 
this opportunity to meet all of you here, especially Mr. Okuda and the other 
gentlemen who were associated with Netaji in Japan and Mrs. Matsushima, 
daughter of Ms. Emori, about whom I have heard a lot from Mr. and Mrs. 
Anand Mohan Sahai. The Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee has explained to you 
in detail the circumstances, which led the Government of India to appoint 
another Commission of Inquiry. I must state with due respect to all of you 
that many members of my family, including myself are of the view that it is 
still not established that Netaji died in the air crash at Taipei on 18 th August, 
1945 and consequently, I have doubts about the ashes which are being 
maintained here. The question of taking the ashes back to India, at present, 
does not arise and we have to wait for the conclusion of the Commission’s 
work and the report to be submitted to the Government of India. I must 
thank all of you most sincerely for the respect that you are showing to Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose and maintaining and keeping the ashes which you 
believe to be that of Natani, in such a nice manner all these years. I 
sincerely hope that this question will once for all be resolved by the Hon’ble 
Commission in due course. I like to seek one information from Rev. 
Mochizuki. We have seen press reports that in 1989 (September) Renkoji 
temple was completely destroyed by fire. The newspaper report appeared in 
one of the newspapers in India. But this was not denied at that time. The 
Commission has a record of that newspaper. Was Rev. Mochizuki here in 
1989? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Of course, I was here as the Chief Priest of the temple and 
actually this temple was built in 1983. 

Shri Bose: If the so-called ashes came in 1945, there was no attempt to build 
a temple earlier? 

Rev. Mochizuki: Before 1983, there was the old temple. 

Shri Bose: Was it completely demolished and rebuilt? 

Rev. Mochizuki: The old building was completely demolished and rebuilt. 



Mr. Okuda: All the people present here today are shocked at the statement 
by Mr. Bose. If you do not mind, I would like to say a few words. I was the 
youngest member of Netaji’s INA and Hikari Kikan. I was present at the 
forefront during the war, with the INA soldiers and the soldiers of the 
Japanese Imperial Army fighting in Imphal. I was a member of the Tactics 
and Intelligence Unit. The Hon’ble Commission will go to meet Dr. 
Yoshimi tomorrow at 0800 hours and he is the only witness, who attended 
the Netaji and he is, of course, the most important witness. 

At this stage, Mr. Okuda gave some documents to Hon’ble Justice and 
said that some other relatives of Netaji like Mrs. Krishna Bose and Mr. 
Sugata Bose came here last month and this is a copy of the letter that was 
submitted to Mrs. Krishna Bose. In 1996, I had the opportunity to 
participate in the ceremony for the 100 th anniversary of Netaji, which was 
held in Calcutta. The Minister of External Affairs was hosting the 
ceremony. I was very surprised to see some demonstration of an extremist 
group at the ceremony and the ceremony was postponed. I was shocked. 
And then in 1977 a ceremony was held and Mr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, the 
then President of India hosted this ceremony with the Prime Minister and 
opposition leaders of that time. A leader of the INA, Col. Dhillon gave a 
short speech in which he said that some people in India had mentioned that 
the ashes kept at Renkoji temple in Japan were not the real ashes of Netaji. 
But please note that after the war, many comrades of Netaji as well as some 
people who respect Netaji have been visiting the temple not only on the 
anniversaries but every day and also they have been protecting the ashes. 
This fact says that the ashes kept in Renkoji temple are indeed the ashes of 
Netaji. Last December, the current Prime Minister Mr. Vajpayee visited this 
temple and I mentioned to the Hon’ble Prime Minister that all of Netaji’s 
associates were getting old and I happened to be the youngest one and since 
I am touching 80, we sincerely hope that Netaji’s ashes will be sent back to 
his home in India and be kept in peace. The Prime Minister said that he had 
the same feeling as of mine. I, who am the youngest associate, of Netaji, am 
here today, but for past two months, I have been in hospital. I escaped from 
the hospital this morning, for which I obtained permission but I had to do it 
as it is a very important meeting. 

Mr. Abe: I have a question to the Hon’ble Justice. Together with Netaji 
was Col. Rehman in the same plane. Is Mr. Rehman still alive? 

Mr. Bose: He is dead. He was examined by the first Committee but not by 
the second (Khosla Co mmi ssion) as he was dead by that time. As I said 





earlier, many members of my family, including myself hold a different view 
on this matter. Mrs. Krishna Bose, who had come here a month back, came 
to the family by marriage. As you know, the present Government of India, 
under the Prime Ministership of Shri Vajpayee has appointed this 
Commission to hold a fresh inquiry, I have two more questions: 

(1) Was the old temple at the same place before this temple was 
built in 1983? 

(2) Can you give names of a few persons who brought the ashes 
from Tokyo to this temple? He died on 18 th August and ashes 
came here on 18 th September, who brought the ashes to the 
temple? 

Mr. Hayashi: You mentioned Mr. Bose that a lot of members of your 
family do not believe that Netaji is not dead. I would like to share with you 
the following information: 

Two years ago I received a phone call from Ms. Anita Bose 
mentioning that Netaji’ s wife and mother had the understanding that she 
would not be living longer and the ashes should be brought back to India. 
Then we received a letter from Anita mentioning that Anita’s mother 
strongly hoped that the ashes would be brought back and had requested 
Government of India to arrange return of the ashes to India. We are deeply 
shocked to hear that there are many who still believe that Netaji is still alive 
and you have asked the question, who brought Netaji’ s ashes to this temple. 
It seems nobody has answered the question yet. But before that we would 
like to ask you as to what is the point of asking this question. 

Mr. Kuwahara: In 1956 Col. Khan came to Japan as the Chairman of the 
Commission of Inquiry. Mr. Khan was a Colonel in the Indian National 
Army and I was working as the liaison office at that time and we fought 
together in the War. I went to the Indian Embassy, which was, at that time, 
in front of the Imperial Palace in Tokyo and asked for a meeting with Col. 
Khan. He did not have so much time, but Col. Khan was able to spare a day 
with us and he was staying at the Imperial Hotel and we went to the 
restaurant together with Dr. Yoshimi as well. Col. Khan thanked us and 
appreciated for being able to record a very good statement from both of us 
and he appreciated and said that he understood the circumstances for 
Netaji’ s death. 


Shri Bose: With due respect to all of you I repeat once again that at present, 
some members of the family still feel that it is not established that he died 
here and we shall await the report of the Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: I want to mention that I was a very good friend of Col. Khan 
and at that time we used to work for the Hikari Kikan. All of us held a 
welcome party and farewell party for Col. Khan. He was very happy to 
attend the party. During the party he mentioned that he believed that the 
ashes were indeed of Netaji’s. At the international airport, Mr. Suresh 
Chandra Bose, a brother of Netaji said that he did not believe that Netaji is 
dead and Col. Khan was furious to hear this. 

Mr. Okuda: Mr. Kuwahara and Mr. Fujii mentioned that Dr. Yoshimi is the 
only witness, who is still alive. Mr. Yoshimi will be waiting for you at 0800 
hours tomorrow morning and he will be welcoming all the members of the 
Commission. 

Mr. Hayashi: Warrant Officer Iyaki and Radio Operator Tominaga died 
after being hospitalized and I saw Lt. Gen. Nonogaki afterwards and Netaji 
passed away at 11.14 p.m. and a total of 8 people were present at the time of 
Netaji’s death. There was Dr. Yoshimi, whom you will see tomorrow. 
There was Col. Khan and two other nurses. 

Justice Mukharjee: What is the document you are reading from and will 
you give us a copy of that? 

Mr. Hayashi: I have prepared this document based on my own investigation 
and I will be very happy to give you a copy. (A copy has since been 
obtained). 

Justice Mukherjee: What is the base of your investigation. 

Mr. Hayashi: This report was hand-written by me as a result of my 
investigation and Mr. Hayashida’s, Mr. Hayashida is the person, who 
brought Netaji’s ashes from Taiwan. He was very enthusiastic of this case 
and he has written a book about Netaji. Unfortunately, he passed away two 
years ago. 

Rev. Mochizuki gave a document written by his father and added he was 
sorry that the document was written in Japanese.

Dear Mrs. Bose: 

I have received your esteemed fax letter dated 14th September 
2002. While one and half months have already passed since I 
was hospitalized, I prospect that it will be the end of this 
month when the director (doctor) of the hospital allows me to 
leave the hospital, to my regret. 

Hon'ble Justice Manoj Mukherjee who visited Japan and we, eight 
old comrades of Netaji Chandra Bose, Indian National Army (INA,) 
Hikari-Kikan 1943-45, Chief Priest of Renko j i Temple 
Mr. Mochizuki, and Mrs. Matsushima, total 10 members from Japan 
side attended the meeting held at Renko j i Temple from 10:30 
a.m. on 16th September, 2002. As the meeting was enthusias- 
tically proceeded up to 00:30 p.m., Justice Mukherjee seemed 
to be very satisfied. 

However, as you anticipated, an uninvited guy Subrata Bose, 
a member of West Bengal Legislative Assembly who introduced 
himself as a nephew of Netaji Bose accompanied by two others 
was seated at the meeting table in addition to the two gentlemen. 
Justice Mukherjee and Secretary of the Commission Mr. Sen Guputa 
who were dispatched from the Indian government to Japan and 
said, "Netaji Bose was not dead by a plane accident in Taipei 
on 18th August 1945. The ashes enshrined here at Renkoj i Temple 
are false, and it is what all Netaji Bose family strongly 
believe." Although we, Japan side were very surprised and 
shocked by his statement, all of us were brave enough to orderly 
deploy counterargument. 

He also said, "Because Renko j i Temple was completely burnt down 
by fire in 1970s, the ashes enshrined here are not real." While 
Chief Priest Mr. Mochizuki and we, Japan side asked him, "There 
isn't such a fact at all. By what reason you make such a 
groundless statement?," he replyed, "It was once reported as 
an article on Indian newspaper." Although all of us 
involuntarily burst into laughing, we were astonished by his 
irresponsibleness, and couldn't stop changing our faces by anger 
which welled up in our mind. 

In compliance with the request of Justice Mukherjee, the 
respective associated personnel precisely explained about all 
£ what they know as to how and by what route the ashes of Neta j i 
were brought to Tokyo after his death and placed at Renkoj i 
Temple, showed the related documents, and these were recorded 
as the evidential material by an official interpreter. 
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Because the eight members who belonged to Hikari-Kikan among 
the Japanese attendants of this meeting were still at the 
battlefield when Netaji Bose was dead by an accident and no 
one can be a witness when he died, we asked Justice Mukherjee 
to visit the residence of the army surgeon at that time 
Dr. Yoshimi who witnessed the death of Netaji Bose and made, 
signed his death certificate, presently the sole witness living 
in Miyazaki City, Kyushu, obtain and record his clear testimony 
on the following morning. 

This is the outline of the meeting. I will send you the 
photographs under the separate cover. It was a great pleasure 
for me to be able to see Dr. Sugata Bose after more than five 
years since January 1997. Meanwhile, I wish you the best of 
health and great success of your important duty.

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The Great Escape 


Netaji Subash Chander Bose was lodged in the Presidency Jail in 
Calcutta from July to December 1940. Sensing that the moment had come 
for him to strike at the might of the British Empire in India whilst the British 
were pre-occupied with a life and death struggle with the Axis powers in 
Europe, Netaji went on hunger strike. As his condition deteriorated in the 
hunger strike launched on November 29, he was released on medical 
grounds and arrived at his Elgin Road Residence in Calcutta on the 
afternoon of December 5, 1940. 

Little did his family members and friends realize that Netaji had 
embarked on an ambitious plan in an attempt to change the course of history 
in India. Secretly, he dispatched his old friend Mian Akbar Shah, a leader of 
the Forward Bloc from the NWFP to his home province to prepare for 
Netaji ’s escape to Europe. He took his nephew Sisid Kumar Bose into close 
confidence as he plotted his secret departure from his house arrest. 

Netaji assumed the dress and identity of a Muslim gentleman by the 
name of Mohammad Ziauddin - a traveling inspector of the Empire of India 
Life Assurance Company Ltd. He packed his essential possessions and 
retired into seclusion in the house. At 1.35 a.m. on January 17, 1941, 
unknown to relatives and friends in the family house, Netaji crept out with 
Sisir Kumar Bose and left his house on Elgin Road by a Wanderer car - still 
displayed at the Netaji Museum in Calcutta and was driven by his nephew 
passed sleepy sleuths deputed by the British to watch the house, first to 
Bararee, near Dhanbad and then to Gomoh where he caught the Kalka 
Express and began his journey first to the NWFP and then to Kabul. In 
Kabul he waited while his transit to Germany was negotiated with the Soviet 
Government. 

In Gennany, Netaji worked tirelessly for Indian independence and 
raised the Indian legion in Europe. In Germany where he married and had a 
family he was unable to secure Hitler’s support for Indian independence. By 
1942, that the course of the War would prevent the Indian legion from 
participation in the liberation of India. Netaji then made a perilous 
submarine journey to Japan. In Japan, he received the support of the 
Japanese Government for Indian independence and took command of the 
INA in South East Asia. The Japanese Government handed over the 
Andaman Islands to Netaji as the first territory governed by his Government. 



However, the brave efforts of the INA soldiers were defeated in the jungles 
of Burma and Nagaland due to the superior strength of the British Indian 
forces and US air power. Nevertheless, the INA trials in India subsequently 
led to an upsurge in patriotism, which contributed to hastening the British 
departure from India. It was a tragedy that Netaji did not live to see an 
independent India.

1. For each full day of travel time or on-site non-working day required: 50% of full-day fee 

2. For each on-site non-working day required between two different assignments: 

70% of full-day fee 

3. For each workday where work hours and travel time combined exceed ten hours: 

50% of half-day fee 

Note: 

In the case of tour-group interpreting overseas, the full-day interpreting fee is charged for each 
day from the start of the actual work overseas until its completion. 

C. Per Diem Fees and Transportation Costs 

1. Per Diem Fees 

Costs listed below are charged per interpreter per day. 

(In Japan) 

a. For each day (working or non-working) that requires an overnight slay:

a. Round-trip airfare or first-class train fare (“Green Car") between Tokyo and the site of the 
assignment; and 

b, Other transportation fees required for the assignment, including bus and taxi fare 
(Overseas) 

a. Round-trip, business-class airfare between Tokyo and the site of the assignment; and 

b. Ground transportation fees: ¥25, OOO/interpreter/overseas trip 

Notes: 

(1) A flat fee of ¥2,000 is charged for domestic transportation for assignments (excluding 
business trips) located at or outside a 30 km radius of a station along the Yamanote Line. If the 
assignment venue is far from the station, the required taxi fare is also charged. 

(2) In principle, interpreters should be given accommodations in the facility where the 
conference will be held or in the same hotel as the speakers, 

(3) In the case of assignments in the P.R.C., South Korea., Hong Kong, Taiwan, and the 
Philippines, interpreters should arrive in the country for the assignment on the day before their 
assignment commences. When the assignment requires travel to other countries, interpreters 
should arrive in that country two days before the assignment begins. 

(4) Ground transportation fees cover round-trip transportation between the interpreter's 
home/hotel and the airport, transportation fees overseas, and other miscellaneous 
transportation expenses.

Notes: 

(1) Except as provided in (3) below, the number of days of advance notice is calculated based on 
the number of business days (i e., Saturdays, Sundays, and Japanese national holidays are not 
included in the calculation). This means that Friday cancellation of an assignment scheduled 
for the following Monday would be considered one day of advance notice. 

(2) In the case of business trips, the cancellation charges above are applied only to interpreting 
Ices and compensations for lost earnings. 

(3) For assignments of ten or more days (including travel time and on-site non-working days), a 
fee is charged for cancellations made with 14 or fewer days of advance notice (including 
Saturdays, Sundays, and Japanese national holidays). Further details are provided with cost 
estimates. 

(4) Separate regulations govern cases in which interpreters are invited from overseas. 


IV. Miscellaneous 


A. Consumption tax will be applied to all charges related to assignments in Japan, except, for 
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accommodations costs, per diems, and transportation fees. 

B. Simul requires all first-time clients to pay in advance. 

C. Clients are requested to remit payment to the designated bank account by the end of the month 
following the month during which the invoice was issued.

Dear Justice Mukheijee, 

I am writing with reference to the letter dated 19* January, 2001, sent by Mr P.K. Sengupta, 
Secretary, and a continuation of that letter dated 22 nd January, 2001, sent by Mr M. Roy, O.S.D., 
requesting certain information from me based on a Times of India report on 15 th January, 2001. 

The Times of India report: I should like to state at the outset that I did not agree to give any 
interview to the Times of India on the subject of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The Times of India 
reporter had requested to see me in connection with my new appointment as the Gardiner 
Professor of History at Harvard University. I was, therefore, astonished to see the front page 
story and headline in the newspaper next morning. The words attributed to me within quotation 
marks are not the ones I spoke. In particular, I am not in the habit of speaking as ‘a member of 
the Bose family’, having always respected Netaji’s view that his family and country were co- 
terminous. I spoke about history in my individual, professional capacity which obviously did not 
interest the reporter. Nor did he seem to care about the work I have done with my Father Dr Sisir 
Kumar Bose in editing Netaji’s Collected Works or the documentary films I have made on Netaji. 

I hope the Commission will disregard his sensational and less than accurate report. 

My Belief: I am, however, prepared to affirm my belief formed on the basis of historical evidence 
I have seen, read and heard that Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose was last seen on 18 th August 1945. 
There is strong evidence that he was tragically killed in the aircrash in Taipei on that day while 
attempting to continue his heroic fight for freedom at the end of the Second World War. There is 
absolutely no evidence to support fanciful stories that he was spotted in a variety of places 
subsequent to that day. 

The Circumstances of the Air Crash: After the surrender of Japan on 15 th August 1945 Netaji 
left Singapore for Bangkok by aeroplane with several of his associates. There was some 
discussion in Bangkok on 16 th August 1945 that he should go into hiding in Thailand. However, 
Netaji left for Saigon on the morning of 17 th August 1945. He left Saigon with Col Habibur 
Rahman of the I.N.A. on the afternoon of the 17 th in a Type 97-2 (modified) bomber and halted at 
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Touraine for the night. He left Touraine at 5 a m. on 18 th August 1945 and arrived in Taipei early 
in the afternoon. After an approximate two-hour halt for refuelling and rechecking of engines the 
plane prepared to depart for Dairen in Manchuria. Netaji had apparently decided to contact the 
Soviets who had advanced against the Japanese in Manchuria after entering the war in Asia on 9 th 
August 1945. The plane crashed on takeoff at Taipei airport. Netaji was badly injured and died 
later that night in a nearby hospital. Others killed included General Shidei, two pilots and two 
other crew members. Habibur Rahman suffered burns but survived. There were six other Japanese 
survivors. Netaji was cremated in Taipei on 20 th August and his mortal remains were taken to 
Tokyo by Habibur Rahman, Tatsuo Hayashida and others on 5 th September 1945. Netaji’s remains 
are still kept in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. 

The Most Pertinent Documentary Evidence: 

I list below the most pertinent documentary evidence in this regard: 

1. Evidence of Colonel Habibur Rahman, Netaji’s trusted aide and only Indian companion on the 
plane that crashed, available in Netaji Inquiry Committee Report (Government of India, 1956) . 
Rahman remained consistent in his testimony from 1 945 until his death many decades later. His 
description of Netaji’s death in the aircrash narrated within weeks of the event is available in S.A. 
Ayer, Unto Him A Witness (Bombay: Thacker, 1951), pp. 1 12-1 13. See also Tatsuo Hayashida, 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose (Bombay: Allied, 1970). There are many details in Habibur 
Rahman’s testimony which have the ring of truth. For example, Netaji called for Abid Hassan, his 

» companion on the submarine journey from Europe to Asia in 1943, to which Rahman replied: 
'Hassan yahan nahin hai, Sab, mainhun, Habib.' (Ayer, Unto Him A Witness, p. 114) 

The conclusion of Habibur Rahman’s written statement to Tatsuo Hayashida from Rawalpindi in 
1966 is worth quoting: ‘Finding that their hold over the services of the country had loosened and 
the people wanted them now to go home, the British rulers decided to quit India on 14.8.47. Thus 
the stand of the INA and its leader in particular and the people of India in general was fully 
vindicated. It is indeed a great tragedy that Mr. Bose had not been able to see for himself the 
fruits of his life-long freedom struggle. Many in Bharat still believe that he is alive and will turn up 
some day. How much we wish that he had come back alive. In that case it is more than certain 
that he would have occupied a dominant position in Indian politics. Thus the relations between 
Bharat and Pakistan would have been cordial rather than embittered as they are today. He was 
known to be a most judicious and fair-minded leader. However, the blaze of freedom left by him 
is still burning and will continue to inspire the freedom-fighters all over the globe for all time to 
come.’ (Sisir Kumar Bose et. al., A Beacon Across Asia, p.230) 

2. Evidence of five other survivors of the aircrash available in Netaji Inquiry Committee Report 
(Government of India, 1956) . Among them Major Kono, Colonel Sakai and Colonel Nonogaki 
were interviewed again by Professor Leonard A. Gordon in 1979 in the presence of Netaji’s 
daughter Anita. See Leonard A. Gordon, Brothers against the Raj (New York: Columbia 
University Press, 1990), pp. 539-543, 740-741. 
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3. Evidence of Dr Taneyoshi Yoshimi, the surgeon in charge of the Military Hospital where Netaji 
was taken after the aircrash, repeated several times between 1946 and the 1990s. Dr Yoshimi 
made a statement dated 19 th October, 1946, on this subject at Stanley Gaol in Hongkong. I read 
this statement several years ago as it has been available for some time in the British archives in the 
document numbered War Office 208/3812. 1 was very surprised to read recent press reports as if 
this document has only just been discovered. I am in possession of a copy of this document and 
can make it available to the Commission, if necessary. Dr Yoshimi gave evidence to the Netaji 
Inquiry Committee Report (Government of India, 1956). He spoke on camera in Charles Bruce’s 
film Enemy of Empire broadcast on BBC in August 1995. Professor Gordon makes the plausible 
suggestion that Netaji may not have asked for water (meju) in Japanese as Dr Yoshimi believed 
but rather called for Mejda, Sarat Chandra Bose. See also “Appendix ‘A’ to CSDIC (I) 2 Section 
Report 1089 on B 1189: The Last Movements ofS.C. Bose)” in War Office 208/3812. 

4. Evidence of assistant doctor, nurses and medical orderly who treated Netaji at the Hospital 
available in Netaji Inquiry Committee Report (Government of India, 1956) . Among them the 
orderly Private Kazuo Mitsui was interviewed again in 1979. 

5. Testimony of Juichi Nakamura, Netaji’s interpreter at the Military Hospital, Taipei, and who 
had interpreted Netaji before. 

6. Testimony of S. A. Ayer, minister in the Provisional Government of Azad Hind, who travelled 
with Netaji up to Saigon on 17 Ih August 1945 and was to follow him in another plane. See S.A. 
Ayer, Unto Him A Witness (Bombay: Thacker, 1951). 

7. Report dated 25 th July 1946 of John Figgess, Chief of British Intelligence in Mountbatten’s 
Headquarters, who, after a thorough investigation of the aircrash and examination of direct 
witnesses, confirmed Netaji’s death on 18 th August 1945. See document No. Mss. Eur C785 
available in the India Office records of the British Library. 

8. Reports of two groups of intelligence officers led by Finney and Davis sent by the Government 
of India to Saigon and Taipei. Members of these groups testified before the Netaji Inquiry 
Committee (Government of India, 1956) . 

9. Report of Harin Shah, an Indian journalist who visited Taipei in the late 1940s. See Harin Shah, 
Verdict from Formosa: Gallant End of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose (Delhi: Atmaram, 1956). 

10. Report of S.A. Ayer on his enquiries in Tokyo in 1951 to the Prime Minister dated 26 th 
September, 1951 and placed in Parliament (Page 103, Annexure 21, Appendix 7 to Parliamentary 
Debates, Fifth Session, 1952). 

There exists, therefore, considerable documentary and oral evidence - testimonies of many 
direct witnesses broadly consistent with one another - that substantiates the account of 
Netaji’s tragic death in the aircrash of 18 th August 1945. 
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Views of Senior INA Officers and Leaders of the Azad Hind Movement: Since my childhood 
I have met and heard the views of Netaji’s closest associates during the period 1943-1945. An 
overwhelming majority of senior INA officers and leaders of the Azad Hind movement believed 
Habibur Rahman’s account of Netaji’s death. Among those who are still alive, Gurbaksh Singh 
Dhillon and Lakshmi Sahgal firmly believe that Netaji’s remains ought to be brought back with 
full honours from Japan to India. Dhillon made an emotional plea at the Red Fort on Netaji’s birth 
centenary that those of us who believe the account of Netaji’s death should be allowed to worship 
Netaji’s remains at a mausoleum in India. S. A. Ayer, Prem Sahgal, Shah Nawaz Khan, Mehboob 
Ahmed, Debnath Das and numerous others were of the same view. A few like Prem Sahgal had 
hoped against hope in the late 1940s that Netaji had made another great escape, but after careful 
examination of the evidence came to believe Habibur Rahman’s account and became the 
staunchest advocates of the return of Netaji’s mortal remains to India. 

Policy of the Netaji Research Bureau: The Bureau under the leadership of Dr Sisir Kumar Bose 
chose to concentrate on the life and work of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose rather than fritter away 
its energies over the fruitless controversy surrounding his death. Dr Sisir Kumar Bose believed 
that future generations had much to learn from Netaji’s book of life which was a source of 
profound inspiration. Netaji’s life could be the subject of study by serious scholars and 
researchers; Netaji’s death had unfortunately become the happy hunting ground for cranks and 
opportunists. 

Sarat Chandra Bose’s Response to the News of Netaji’s Death: Sarat Bose learnt of Netaji’s 
death as a prisoner in Coonoor on 25 th August, 1945. He wrote in his prison diary: 

‘Today’s Indian Express and Hindu brought the heart-rending news of Subhas’s death as a result 
of an aeroplane crash. Divine Mother, how many sacrifices have we to offer at your altar! Terrible 
Mother, your blows are too hard to bear! Your last blow was the heaviest and cruellest of all. 
What divine purpose you are serving thereby you alone know. Inscrutable are your ways! 

Four or five nights back dreamt that Subhas had come to see me. He was standing on the 
verandah of this bungalow and appeared to have become very tall in stature. I jumped up to see 
his face. Almost immediately thereafter, he disappeared.’ 

Dr Sisir Kumar Bose’s Response and Views on Netaji’s Death: Sisir Bose learnt of Netaji’s 
death in the aircrash from The Tribune newspaper in late August 1945 while he was a prisoner in 
Lyallpur Jail. He wrote to his mother: 

‘My dear Mother, 

On Friday afternoon The Tribune brought me the terrible news. What shall I say? Let’s all 
try to be brave at the loss of one of the bravest of men. His will be done! 

I shall anxiously await news about you all at home and particularly about father’s health. 
Please do not be anxious on my account. I shall be all right.’ 

My Father always drew a distinction between ‘evidence’ and ‘belief. Having been a 
prisoner in the Punjab at the moment of the fateful event, he could not be a ‘witness’ giving 
‘evidence’ before any judicial commission. He had, however, studied all the relevant 
evidence and in 1965 made his own investigations in Taipei. Based on the most careful 
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consideration of the historical evidence, he had no doubt in his mind that Netaji had died a 
martyr’s death in Tapiei on 18 th August 1945 and was the only front-rank leader of the 
Indian independence movement who laid down his life in the battle for freedom. He was 
deeply sad in his last days that the hysterical opposition of certain fringe groups and non- 
entities had prevented India from bringing back from Japan the mortal remains of the 
great leader. 

Exploitation of Popular Sentiment: The mass psychological phenomenon of an initial refusal to 
accept Netaji ’s death and the early hope that he will one day return as the deliverer of his country 
are perfectly understandable. However, this sentiment has been mercilessly exploited by a handful 
of political and academic charlatans to make all sorts of fraudulent claims about Netaji’ s alleged 
whereabouts after 18 th August 1945 which has been an easy route to cheap publicity in 
newspapers. In particular, there is no evidence whatsoever to suggest that Netaji succeeded 
in reaching the Soviet Union or Soviet-held Manchuria. Claims to that effect, which are 
misleading the public, lie in the domain of rumour and speculation, if not wilful 
fabrication. Not a single piece of primary documentary evidence has been adduced to 
substantiate such claims. 

Those who are making such preposterous claims appear to want to attract attention to themselves 
and compensate for personal frustrations. Sadly, these elements include a few “family members” 
who are otherwise very obscure and inconsequential individuals. Membership of a “family” does 
not constitute any qualification to address this national and historical issue. In any case, Netaji 
regarded the entire nation as his large family and would have given no special quarter to 
“relatives” who have no credentials of their own. Only those who fought and suffered for India’s 
freedom under his leadership and showed unflagging loyalty to him and his cause earned the right 
to be considered true members of Netaji’s inner “family”. 

Conclusion: The time has come for the people of India to come to terms with the mortal 
end of a deathless hero. I trust that the esteemed Commission will help them do so by 
focusing their attention on the historical truth. I am convinced that the people of our 
country will then prove to be mature enough to put the fact of Netaji’s corporeal death 
behind them and concentrate on celebrating his glorious life and honouring his immortal 
historical legacy.

Incidentally, after Netaji's death, Wag, who represented The 
Chicago Tribune, came to Delhi and had an argument with then 
Indian Prime Minister Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, an incident that 
was reported in the Press. Wag insisted that he had seen Bose 
days after the crash in Saigon (Taiwan). 

(HindustanTimes.com contacted The Chicago Tribune recently 
and found that Alfred Wagg was its stringer in the 40s. In the 
World War II days, it was common for reporters to double as 
spies and for spies to pass of as journalists.) 

A testimony of Niranjan Singh Talib, the then Punjab Congress 
chief, also corroborates the theory. Talib told the Khosla 
Commission that in 1947 he met Wagg at then Defence 
Minister Baldev Singh's house, where Wagg showed him some 
pictures of Netaji taken after his death in the crash.

in a one long meeting he had with Bhagwanji in 1978. "He 
(Bhagwanji) was sitting on a bed in front of us. I could see his 
face, but the light was dim. He had a white beard. I don't know 
where I got this courage. I egged him on the issue of 
communism. I said it was better and he countered it by saying 
he had seen Russia and seen how selected people there enjoy 
themselves in big hotels whereas ordinary people suffer." 


When Mukherjee persisted, Bhagwanji said: "You think you 
are too smart? Is sharir ne Siberia main yatnai sahi hain. 
You don't teach me communism!" (This body has 
suffered torture in Siberian camps.) 


Another Bhagwanji follower, a revolutionary who does not want 
to be named, recollects that Bhagwanji often talked about the 
prisoners' camp in Siberia. "He knew everything about them." 

This is supported by notes on the margins of a 1964 letter 
written by Netaji follower and revolutionary Sunil Das. The 
translation of it from Roman Bangla is: "SCB (Subhas Chandra 
Bose) is alive ... He is a stubborn fellow, he is alive... - this is 
for sure. Nothing deters him. He is not at all demoralised 
despite being beaten so badly by USSR's high-ranking 
officers." 

Some of the letters found among Bhagwanji's belongings also 
show that Bhagwanji's followers would brief him about the 
inner politics in Indian governmental circles. One such letter 
mentioned then Defence Minister Krishna Menon and charged 
him with pushing Moscow's interests everywhere. 


Incidentally, noted Russian research scholar, Dr Purabi Roy, 
had concluded on the basis of her work on the KGB files that 
Netaji was in Russia in 1946 - a year after the crash. (This part 
is well document by HindustanTimes.com in the earlier phase 
of the probe.) Another supporting account comes through in 
Indian National Army great Col Lakshmi Sehgal's cross- 
examination before the Mukherjee Commission. After initially 
supporting the crash theory, Sehgal had conceded to the 
questioner a Netaji researcher V P Saini that she was privy to 
information that American intelligence sleuths followed a Bose 
look-alike up to Russian borders after the supposed crash.

We have noted that the Commission does not wish 
to hire PCs and photocopiers. It is submitted that as conveyed to the Hon’ble 
Commission through your office earlier, it is not possible to arrange for typewriters. 
Only lease of PCs is possible. It is also submitted a photocopier may be useful for 
the functioning of the Commission’s office and charges for using the business centre 
in the hotel may be quite high for photocopying purposes. 


With regard to the Hon’ble Commission’s visit to Tokyo, I am enclosing a 
copy of my fax of even number dated March 1, 2002 which contains important 
responses of the Foreign Office pertaining to the Hon’ble Commission’s proposed 
visit to Japan. We hope that this information has been brought to the attention of the 
Hon’ble Commission. We would appreciate having the response of the 
Commission on the matters referred to in the fax.

Subject: Justice Mukherjee Commission of Enquiry 

This refers to your DO No.25/4/NGO-Vol. VII dated January 24, 2002. 
Your DO crossed our fax of February 6, 2002 which you must have received 
and would have addressed some of the issues referred to in your DO. Briefly, 
the position on various critical issues is as follows: 


1. The Japanese Ministry of Foreign Affairs to which we had sent a 
fonnal communication in September 2001 requesting permission to 
hold hearings of the Hon’ble Commission in Tokyo have orally 
responded on February 1 to the Embassy that it would be very 
difficult and complicated for them to permit in writing the judicial 
proceedings of a foreign Commission on Japanese soil. The 
Japanese Foreign Office however suggested that we merely inform 
them about the visit of the Hon’ble Commission to Japan and they 
would not have any objection to the related Japanese individuals 
witnesses deposing before the Commission in Tokyo of their own 
volition. 

2. The Japanese Foreign Office has requested for copies of the reports 
of two earlier commissions on the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose in 1945. These may kindly be sent to the Embassy 
urgently because it appears that the Foreign Office will extend 
cooperation only after study of the earlier reports. 

3. In our original communication to the Foreign Office, we had 
requested the Japanese Government to “extend all help and facilities

to enable the Commission to record evidence of witnesses” and “to 
make available to the Commission all records and documents both 
open and classified relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose” in the 
possession or control of the Japanese Government. We have had no 
assurance from the Japanese Foreign Office on the latter issue at all 
to date. 

4. Letters were sent in the month of October 2001 to the list of 
witnesses that are to depose before the Hon’ble Commission during 
its visit to Tokyo. To date only one witness has conveyed his 
willingness to depose. We have confirmation that one witness on the 
list has passed away and 12 letters have been returned undelivered. 
The Foreign Office has not so far helped us trace the witnesses but 
have only agreed to examine the issue. We have once again sent 
registered letters to all the witnesses save the one who has passed 
away seeking their consent to depose before the Hon’ble 
Commission. 

5. The Embassy had been instructed to issue a notice in local 
newspapers for witnesses to appear before the Hon’ble Commission, 
once the dates had been finned up. We would be grateful if a draft 
notice could be faxed to us. 

Conclusion 

While it has been indicated to us that the Hon’ble Commission will visit 
Tokyo in second half of March 2002, the precise dates have not been 
indicated. We would like to submit that we may await a positive response 
from more witnesses and a more positive and detailed commitment from the 
Japanese Foreign Office on assistance to the Hon’ble Commission before 
firming up dates for the visit. 

With a view to putting more pressure on the Japanese authorities, it may 
be appropriate to approach the Japanese Ambassador in New Delhi through 
the East Asia Division as the Japanese Embassy would be more sensitive and 
aware of the importance attached to the subject of the enquiry of the Hon’ble 
Commission than the Foreign Office in Tokyo.

Subject: Justice Mukherjee Commission of Enquiry 


This refers to your DO No. 25/4/NGO - Vol.VII dated December 3, 
2001 on the above subject. The present position regarding the Hon’ble 
Commission’s hearings in Tokyo is as follows: 

We have not so far received a response from the Japanese Foreign 
Office to our Note Verbale No. 73/2001 dated 21 st September, 2001 seeking 
their permission and cooperation for the hearings of the Hon’ble Commission 
in Tokyo. However, the South West Asia Division of the Foreign Office 
which deals with India conveyed to First Secretary, Shri C. Rajasekhar on 
February 1 that it was very difficult and complicated for them to permit in 
writing the judicial proceedings of a foreign Commission on Japanese soil. 
However, they suggested that we merely inform them about the visit of the 
Justice Mukheijee Commission and they would not have any objection to the 
related Japanese individuals/witnesses deposing before the Hon’ble 
Commission in Tokyo of their own volition. They have also requested for the 
copies of the reports of the two earlier commissions on the same subject. We 
would be grateful if copy of these reports could be forwarded to the Embassy 
for onward transmission to the Foreign Office here. 

Letters were sent in the month of October 2001 to the list of witnesses 
that are to depose before the Hon’ble Commission during its visit to Tokyo. 
Only one witness has conveyed his willingness to depose. One has passed 
away and 12 letters have been returned undelivered. We have sent registered

letters for a second time to the witnesses who have not replied so far. The 
Foreign Office was requested by us vide our Note Verbale No. 73/2001 dated 
21 st September, 2001 to help us trace the witnesses. They have not replied so 
far in the affirmative but only agreed to examine the issue. 

With regaid to the space requirements and personnel requirements 
projected by the Hon’ble commission, we have carefully examined the matter. 
The Chancery building of the Embassy cannot fulfil the space requirements of 
the Commission and we have approached a local hotel and obtained an 
estimate of how much it would cost to lease the space requested by the 
Commission. Details of the space equipment and personnel projection and the 
estimated costs are described below: 

Personnel 

We would request the Hon’ble Commission to bring along on 
deputation from New Delhi two stenographers who have experience and 
capability in legal work. 


In Addition in accordance with the requirements projected by the 
Hon ’ble Commission we would need to hire the following staff locally 

1. Two Assistants with fluent knowledge of Japanese and English and 
preferably with some experience in legal work 

2. Two translators and interpreters preferably with some experience in legal 
work 

Space and Equipment Requirements at Hotel New Otani 


We would request the Hon’ble Commission to bring along two 
typewriters along with supplies needed by them as the same cannot be rented 
locally. 

In addition, in accordance with the requirements projected by the 
Hon’ble Commission, we would have to locally hire the following: 


1. A chamber for holding the hearings large enough to seat 50 people with 
high desk and chair for a judge on a platform and low desk and chairs for 
two translators, two stenographers and two assistants. Two PCs with 
Laser Printers for the two stenographers. Two good tape-recorders for 
recording evidence. The Chamber for hearing would have a witness stand 
and microphone arrangement for the witness and the Hon’ble Justice. 
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2. An office for the Hon’ble Justice behind the chamber with a desk, chair for 
the Hon’ble Justice and 3 chairs in front of the desk and sofa seating 
arrangement for 6 persons and a bookshelf. There would be a direct phone 
line for the Hon’ble Justice with an extension connection to a neighbouring 
room, which would serve as a staff office. 

3 An office for the staff of the Commission laige enough to seat two 
translators, two stenographers and two assistants and five others (assuming 
that the Hon’ble Justice would be accompanied by a five member 
delegation) Desks for each of these officials, six computers with printers 
(laser Jet) with English operating system Windows and Office 2000. At 
least one high-speed internet connection. Some bookshelves and storage 
space - 2 cupboards for stationeiy and other supplies. The extension for 
the Hon’ble Justice’s phone numbers should be in the staff room. There 
would be 3 direct phone lines including one for the fax machine in this 
office. 

4. Waiting room for witnesses enough to seat 20 persons including 
chairs/sofas, coffee table, arrangement for drinking water supply. 

5. Stationery and supplies for one month including printer cartridges, paper 
and other stationery. Stationery would be on the pattern of control rooms 
during VVIP Visit including computer supplies and tapes for tape recorders 
and including extensions etc. 

6. Hire of two photocopiers - heavy duty - and one fax machine. 

7. Cost of hire of suite for the Hon’ble Judge for 30 days and the cost of 
hiring five single rooms for members of the Commission and two single 
rooms for the two stenographers coming from India for 30 days (per day 
rate may also be quoted) 

8. DA payable to six Grade I officers and two Grade II officers for 30 days. 

9. Hire of one car and a twelve seater mini van for members of the Hon’ble 
Commission for a period of 30 days. The rate of hire and overtime may be 
mentioned in the quotation.

We who have immeasurably great respect and profound affection 
toward all the people of India through the connection of Netaji 
since 1943 are pleased with our heart leaping up for joy 
expecting that the relationship between the two countries will 
be much deepened upon hearing the news of Indian Prime Minister's 
Japan visit, and delighted with our hands clapping anticipating 
that the people of India will become more wealthy upon looking 
at the rapidly developing situation of IT iudustries in India 
on TV programs . 

At the same time, what we think exceedingly regrettable is that 
the number of people has become very few who know, remember 
the historical truth, namely, there existed not only the tie 
of material civilization but also extremely strong and profound 
cooperative relationship which was incomparable to other 
countries between India and Japan through Netaji.

Affairs of the Parliament of India that H.E. the Ambassador 
and other personnel at Embassy of India, Tokyo are always 
extending us, old comrades who have profound relationship with 
Netaji warmhearted consideration.

This refers to your letter no. 25/4/NGO-Vol vl dated September 20, 
2001 regarding the Justice Mukherjee Commission. 


It is true as pointed out by the Hon’ble Commission that there are 
factual errors in respect of two witnesses examined before the Justice Khosla 
Commission of Inquiry (Col. Shiro Nonogaki and Mr. Taro Kono). Indeed, 
the two gentlemen were examined by the Justice Khosla Commission in Tokyo 
in April 1971. The Embassy does not have any independent expertise or 
information on the above witnesses and has as pointed out in our e arli er 
communication (Our letter no. TOK/DCM/91/1 dated March 21, 2001 
refers) relied on information provided by the Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose 
Academy in Tokyo. We re-checked the position with the Bose Academy who 
have confirmed the correct position as indicated above and regretted their 
error. 


To simplify matters, we are enclosing with this letter two separate fists 
containing respectively the names and addresses of witnesses that deposed 
before the Shah Nawaz Khan Committee of Inquiry in Tokyo and those who 
deposed before the Justice Khosla Commission of Inquiry in Japan. There is 
some overlapping of names between the two fists. We have obtained the 
present addresses of the Japanese witnesses in the two fists from the 
information available with the Bose Academy. Wherever the witness is no 
longer alive, it has been indicated in the remarks column of the fists. It will be 
observed that all addresses of Japanese witnesses who deposed before the Shah 
Nawaz Khan Committee of Inquiry in Tokyo and are alive have been indicated 
in the relevant list. However, with regard to the fist of witnesses who deposed 
before the Justice Khosla Commission of Inquiry, the present addresses of 
Japanese witnesses at SI. No. 6,8,11 and 22 could not be obtained by us. The 
present address of Dr. Taneyashi Yoshimi who deposed before the Khosla 
Commission has been given at SI. No. 28 of the relevant fist. 

We have formally written to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the 
Government of Japan on September 21, 2001 requesting GOJ to make

available all records and documents relating to Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose 
under their possession and control and to extend all help and facilities to the 
Commission to enable it to record evidence from witnesses. We have also 


forwarded to the GOJ a full list of witnesses that the Commission wishes to 
depose before it. We have not, however, to date received a response from the 
Government of Japan in the matter. Once the Ministry of Foreign Affairs has 
conveyed its assent in the matter, we would like to forward for verification 
from the postal authorities the accuracy of the addresses provided by the Bose 

Academy. We would then also be able to discuss precise dates for the visit of 
the Hon’ble Commission to Tokyo for recording its evidence. 

We hope that the above clarifies all doubts that may have arisen about 
the information requested by the Hon’ble Commission. We are still awaiting a 
specific information regarding the staff and space requirements for the Hon’ble 
Commission for its work in Tokyo. We would also appreciate the size and 
composition of the delegation. 

Before I conclude, a word about the Subhash Chandra Bose Academy. 
The Academy helped the Mission in updating the list of witnesses for the 
Hon’ble Justice Mukherjee Commission. The Academy has among its 
members the associates of Netaji during the Second World War. Some of 
them had been members of an intelligence unit - the Hikari Kikan. The 
Academy observes the birth and death anniversaries of Netaji at the Renkoji 
Temple where(its members believe) the ashes of Netaji are kept in Tokyo.

Commission of lnquiry(Col. Shiro Nonogaki and Mr. Taro Kono at SI.Nos. 4 & 5j 
respectively, of the said list). The Commission has mentioned that both the 
witnesses were examined by the Justice Khosla Commission in Tokyo in April, 1971 
and, therefore, could not have been dead in the plane crash as informed by the 
Mission. The Commission has also observed that in the list of witnesses who were 
examined before the Justice Khosla Commission and are presumed alive, the 
Mission has provided the address of only one of the twenty one witnesses. Special 
mention has been made about the absence of information on Dr.Taneyashi Yoshimi 
whom the Commission considers as a key witness. 

In view of the above, the Commission desires that all the lists of witnesses 
may be got verified and- updated by the Mission and sent at the earliest to enable the 
Commission to draw up a programme for examination of the witnesses in Japan.

Please refer to your letter no. 10565/FS/01 dated September 11, 
2001 regarding of the desire of the Justice Mukherjee Commission of 
Inquiry to visit Tokyo. We are taking up the matter with the Government 
of Japan requesting them to make all records and documents, open and 
classified, relating to Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose in their possession 
and/or under their control, available to the Hon’ble Commission. We 
shall also be requesting the Japanese Government to extend all help and 
facilities to enable the Commission to record evidence of witnesses 
available in Japan. 

We have received a separate communication from Director (CNV) 
in the Ministry indicating that the Commission wishes to visit Japan 
sometime in November 2001 for a period not exceeding 30 days in 
connection with its work in this country. Regarding the timing of the 
visit, it would of course have to depend upon the convenience of the 
Government of Japan whose assistance has been requested by the 
Commission. 

Our own preference in timing would be to defer the Commission’s 
visit until after the PM’s visit during the first fortnight of December. In 
the latter half of November, we are expecting you for the Foreign Office 
Consultations, the Advance Team for the PM’s visit and the Second 
Meeting of the India-Japan Eminent Persons’ Group. We would be able 
to do justice to the Hon’ble Commission and focus our energies on 
making a success of its efforts most appropriately after the PM’s visit in 
December. Perhaps, depending on the convenience of the Japanese 
Government and the Hon’ble Justice Mukhejee and other members of the 
Commission, we could think of dates sometime early next year.

CULTURAL/RELIGIOUS CONTACTS 


I. Soka-Gakkai: 

It is the largest of Japan’s new religions, with approximately 10 
million followers. It was founded in 1930 by Tsunesaburo Makiguchi. It 
is an independent lay organization of the Buddhist sect, Nichiren Shoshu 
(Nichiren Shoshu is a traditional school of Buddhism). Its emphasis is on 
developing human potential for individual happiness and for global peace 
and prosperity. Soka Gakkai has various constituent organizations and its 
international following is spread over 128 countries, including India. 
New Komeito, which is a member of the ruling coalition with 54 MPs (31 
from the House of Representatives and 23 from the House of Councillors), 
is closely associated with Soka Gakkai. Other prominent affiliated 
organizations include: 

(i) Min-On Concert Association; 

(ii) Soka University; 

(iii) Soka Educational Foundation; 

(iv) Tokyo Fuji Art Museum; 

(v) Institute of Oriental Philosophy; and 

(vi) Toda Institute for Global Peace and Policy Research. 

Min-On hosts cultural delegations despatched by the ICCR every 
alternate year. The last such delegation comprising Radha Raja Reddy 
(Kuchipudi) and Pandit Bhajan Sopori (Santoor) was hosted by Min-On in 
January 2000. Soka University has exchange programme with Delhi 
University. Tokyo Fuji Art Museum hosted the Ashoka-Gandhi-Nehru 
exhibition in 1994 and Rajiv Gandhi’s photographic exhibition in 1996.

II. Rissho Koseikai 

It is one of Japan’s popular Buddhist organizations, with a 
following of 7 million. It was founded by Nikkyo Niwano and Myoko 
Naganuma in 1938. Rissho Koseikai simplified lotus sutra and made 
them easy to understand. Concepts of social harmony, inter-dependence 
of all persons and things in the universe and ancestor veneration are 
emphasized. Its principles and practices of close personal exchanges 
provided a sense of belonging to people alienated in an industrialized 
society and readily became popular. Its affiliate, Niwano Peace 
Foundation administers the Niwano Peace Prize. The 12 th Niwano Peace 
Prize was awarded to a renowned Gandhian, Dr. M. Aram in 1995. The 
Embassy is represented at the annual award presentation ceremony. 

III. Reiyukai 

It is a lay Buddhist organization with about 3 million followers. It 
was founded by Kakutaro Kudo and Yashukichi Kotani in 1925. Its 
doctrines stress ancestor veneration, Japanese extended family system and 
Buddhist traditions as embodied in the Lotus Sutra. The Embassy is 
represented at their receptions and Indians attend the Japanese language 
courses organized by Reiyukai, free of charge. 

IV. Mahikari 

Sukyo Mahikari meaning Divine teachings that go beyond human 
knowledge/philosophies was founded by Yoshikazu Okada in 1959. The 
organization is based in Takayama, Gifu Prefecture. It has considerable 
domestic and international following spread across Europe, Americas, 
Africa and Asia. The organization emphasises and practises revelations 
received by the founder Rev. Okada. Its Divine emblem (Mahikari 
Symbol) resembles the Shree Chakra. His daughter, Oshienushi Keiju 
continues the tradition as the supreme spiritual leader. The Embassy is 
represented at their annual autumn ceremony at Takayama. 
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V. Daikoji Temple 

It was established in 1150. The present priest, 17 th in succession, 
Rev. D.S. Uchida is actively promoting exchanges with India. For this 
purpose, he has founded the Indian Cultural Study Association. Rev. 
Uchida has also been working on the Nalanda University Project in tandem 
with several Japanese political leaders, Buddhist organizations and temples. 

VI. Ni pponzan Myohoji (Japan Buddha Sang ha) 

The Nipponzan Myohoji and the Japan-Bharat Sarvodaya Mitrata 
Sangha were founded by Nichidatsu Fujii, popularly known as Fujii Guruji. 
He worked with the Mahatma in the 1930s and 1940s. He combined the 
teachings of Lord Buddha with Ganghian Thought. His mission was to 
promote peace and return Buddhist teachings to their country of origin, 
India. His prayer, Na Mu Myo Ho Ren Ge Kyo was adapted by the 
Mahatma as part of the daily Ashram prayer. Fujii Guruji was awarded 
the Jawaharlal Nehru Award for International Understanding in 1979. 
They have followers and centres administered by the Fujii Guruji Trust in 
different parts of India. Their Wardha centre was inaugurated by President 
Shankar Dayal Sharma.

Netaji’s ashes are kept in this temple, located in Suginami ward, 
Tokyo. Rev. Mochizuki is the temple priest. The temple hosts annual 
commemorative meetings of Netaji’s death anniversary.

9.1 The conclusions arrived at in the preceding 
pters may now be set down as the findings of the 
tommission. 

i) Bose was informed on August 12, 1945, 

that the war was about to conclude and 
the Japanese had decided to surrender to 
the Allied Forces. He was at that time at 
Saranban. The message was brought 
to him there by Negishi (Witness No. 50). 

ii) Bose at once left for Singapore where he 
discussed his future plans with his collea- 
gues and the Ministers of his Cabinet, 
almost day and night.

^ arrived at Saigon at 1 1 A.M. 

(v) The planes in which Bose and his party had 
travelled to Saigon had to go back, and 
fresh arrangements had to be made for the 
next stage of the journey. Bose was in- 
formed that one seat could be given to him 


in a Japanese bomber which had come 
from Manila and was going to Dairen in 
Manchuria. The plane, Bose was inform- 
ed, had, on board, a number of Japanese 
army officers who had been posted to 
Manchuria and who could not be left 
behind. 

(vi) Bose was very upset on hearing this, because 

he wanted to carry all the members of his 
party with him. Ishoda and Hachia were 
sent to Dalat where Field Marshal Tarauchi 
was camping. These two emissaries could 
not see Tarauchi personally, but his 
Adjutant told them that it might be 
possible to make available two or three 
seats in all for Bose. 

(vii) Ishoda and Hachia returned to Saigon and 

conferred with the pilot of the plane and 
the Japanese military authorities there. 
The conclusion was that two seats were 
placed at the disposal, of Bose. 

(viii) After some discussion, Bose decided to avail 
himself of the two seats, and asked 
Habibur Rahman to accompany him. 

(ix) The Japanese bomber left Saigon at appro- 
ximately 5 P.M. carrying Bose, Habibur 
Rahman, Lt. Col. Sakai (Witness No. 47), 
S. Nonongaki (Witness No. 53), Tarokono, 
Navigator (Witness No. 63), Takahashi 
(Witness No. 65), the pilot in charge 
Takizawa, Genl. Shidei, second pilot 
Ayogi, all three of whom were killed and 
some others, whose names need not be 
mentioned. They were the crew and 
other officers posted to Manchuria, or to 
Tokyo. 

(x) The plane 1 arrived at Touraine at 7.45 P.M. 
and the party spent the night there. 

(xi) On the morning of 18-8-1945 the bomber 
left Touraine carrying the previous com- 
plement of crew and passengers and 
arrived at Taipei in Formosa at 2 P.M. 
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(xii) The party had a snack lunch at Taipei 
while the pilot attended to a snag, which 
he declared, had been corrected, after a 
short while. 

(xiii) The plane took off 2.35 P.M. but within a 
few seconds one of the’ engines flew out 
and the plane crashed near the fringe of 
the Taihoku airfield. The body of the 
plane broke into two parts and caught fire. 

(xiv) The 1 pilot Takizawa and Genl. Shidei were 

killed inside the plane. The rest of the 
crew and passengers came out, but all of 
them had sustained burn injuries, two of 
them viz. Ayoagi and Bose had received 
very severe burns. 

(xv) The injured persons were carried to the 

army hospital a few kilometers from the 
airfield and given medical treatment. 

(xvi) Bose had sustained burn injuries of the third 

degree and despite the efforts of (he doc- 
tors to revive him, he succumbed to his 
injuries the same night. 

(xvii) Of the other injured persons Ayoagi, the 
second pilot also died. 

(xviii) Two days later, Bose’s body was cremated 
and his ashes were carried to Tokyo in 
the beginning of September 1945 where 
they were deposited in the Renkoji 
Temple. 

(xix) There is no reason for believing that the 
relations between Nehru and Bose were 
anything but friendly on a personal basis. 
Political differences between them did not 
lessen Bose’s great respect for Nehru and 
Nehru’s affection for the younger politi- 
cian whose patriotism no one questioned. 

fxx) There is not the slightest evidence of any 
attempt by Nehru to suppress the truth 
about Bose at any stage or to make false 
statements about his death at Taihoku on 
August 18, 1945. His concession to a 
public demand for enquiry was an 
instance of his compliance with! democratic 
procedures and not an admission of his 
disbelief in the truth of the crash story. 


(xxi) The personnel of the Committee appointed 
by Nehru's government to enquire into 
Bose's disappearance is ample evidence 
of his bona f ides . He appointed Bose’s 

brother, who could be presumed to make 
an earnest search for truth about his 
brother and whose appointment would win 
public confidence. The Chairman was Shah 
Nawaz Khan, who was a close associate 
and confidant of Bose and who had taken 
a very prominent part in I.N.A.’s campaign 
against the British. Shah Nawaz Khan 
could, therefore, be depended upon to 
conduct the enquiry honestly and con- 
scientiously. The third member was Shri 
S. N. Maitra, a member of the I.C.S. and 
a Bengali. He was chosen because of his 
administrative experience, his proved inte- 
grity and his attachment to Bose who 
belonged to his own State. 

(xxii) There is no evidence of any attempt by the 
present government ! to withhold evidence 
or place impediments in the way of this 
Commission. All documents called for 
have bec’n supplied and the delay occa- 
sioned in making some files and documents 
available cannot be construed as placing 
obstacles in the progress of the enquiry, 
such delays are a normal feature of gov- 
ernment red-tape and pre-occupation with 
more urgent matters. 

(xxiii) Bose had impressed the Japanese as a great 
patriot and a competent administrator 
could win the confidence of Indians in 
South-East Asia. The Japanese, however, 
looked upon him not as an equal ally, 
but as a person whom they could use for 
their own ends. It was with great reluct- 
ance that they allowed Bose to organise 
the Burma campaign against the British 
forces. The Japanese, however, did not 
give adequate assistance to the I.N.A., 
and despite promises, they did not hand 
over the occupied territory to the Pro- 
visional Government of Azad Hind. An 
instance in point was the Nicobar and 
Andaman Islands, the administration of 
which was not completely entrusted to 
Maj. General Loganathan, who was sent 
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as High Commissioner by Bose to take 
charge of the Islands. All the evidence 
points to the fact that the Japanese neither 
had complete confidence in Bose’s ability 
to lead a large army and secure victories 
over the Allied Forces, nor did they fully 
trust him. They, nevertheless, had con- 
siderable respect for him because they 
saw that he was a man of remarkable 
courage and unquestioned patriotism. 

(xxiv) The Japanese attitude towards Bose under- 
went a change when the war concluded. 
The Japanese were more concerned with 
trying to retrieve whatever they could of 
their own resources than with giving large- 
scale help to Bose which would have prov- 
ed detrimental to their own interests. Also 
the blow to their self-esteem was so vio- 
lent that they became indifferent to Bose 
and his future plans. 

(xxv) The numerous stories about encounters with 
Bose at various times and various places 
after 1945, are completely false and 
unacceptable. They are the result either 
of hallucination helped by wishful thinking 
or have been invented by persons who 
wanted to draw attention to themselves 
and advertise themselves as public-spirited 
men. 

9.2 The determination of the findings set down 
above brings this inquiry to its conclusion. Before 
I take leave of the matter, I must place on record 
my appreciation of the assistance rendered by the 
large number of the individuals and orga- 
nisations who have assisted me at all stages of this 
long and sometimes arduous undertaking. It is not 


possible to mention all names, but I am conscious of 
a sense of gratitude to many v/ho are not specifically 
named, but who greatly facilitated my task in India 
and abroad. The readiness with which witnesses in 
Japan, Burma, Malaysia, Singapore and Taiwan 
came forward to give evidence was most gratifying. 
There are also others who rendered much assistance 
to me. The counsel appearing in the inquiry 
deserve my thanks for their courtesy and their sense 
of duty. I should particularly like to express my 
appreciation of the assistance rendered by Shri A. P. 
Chakraborty, who conducted himself completely in 
accordance with the highest traditions of the Bar, 
always courteous, always well prepared, always act- 
ing with a high sense of integrity and always willing 
to render real assistance to the Commission. I 
must also express my gratitude to the late Shri T. R. 
Bhasin, Counsel for the Commission, whose hard 
work and impartial summing up were of inestimable 
value to me. He was ably assisted, by his junior 
Shri S. B. Wad. 

9.3 I am beholden to the Commission’s staff for 
their unstinted services at all times and more parti- 
cularly when the pressure of work subjected them 
to not a little strain. This strain fell more parti- 
cularly upon the stenographers and typists who had 
to work for long hours and type out a voluminous 
record and a long report. Without their co-operation 
and help it would not have been possible to conduct 
this inquiry and complete this report.

As you are aware according to the Japanese associates of Netaji Subash Chander 
Bose the ashes of Netaji are kept in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. Whether or not they 


are in fact Netaji’s ashes is a legal and emotional issue which has been delved into by 
judicial commissions in the past. The bottom line is that Netaji’s death in the plane crash 


is even now not accepted by his ardent followers. 

Enclosed with this letter is a photocopy of a communication received from the 
Secretary of the All India Freedom Fighter’s Successor’s Association seeking 


Ambassador’s assistance in bringing back the ashes of Netaji to India. The Association 


wishes to send a delegation to Japan for this purpose and to call on the Emperor. 

I might mention that the circle of close Japanese associates of Netaji is getting 
very old and there is some concern on their part regarding who will continue to look after 


the ashes of Netaji in the Renkoji Temple after they die. This was mentioned to me by 


Shigemoto Okuda, the youngest associate of Netaji when I met him in connection with 
the proposal for the establishment of a museum containing the relics of Rash Bihari Bose 
in Delhi. 

This issue is a sensitive one full of domestic political ramifications and would no 
doubt have to be considered in consultation with the MHA.
